The full text of Browder’s dispatch to Pravda, which 

contains an evaluation of the current political situation in 
the United States follows: 


By EARL BROWDER 


The conditions of the working class in the United 
| States continue below the pre-war level, far below 1929, 
but considerably better 
than 1933 at the end of the 
disastrous Hoover regime, 
and somewhat improved 
over a year ago. In the 
center of all factors deter- 
mining conditions of life is 
unemployment. More than 
ten million workers remain 
unemployed, of whom about 
three million are engaged 
in public works at relief 
wages which are about half 
| the rate of private indus- 
| try. There is little pros- 
pect of total unemployment 
being reduced below ten 
million, while the number 
receiving public jobs -will be 
sharply reduced (by a mil- 
lion at least) if the anti- 
Roosevelt majority in Con- 
gress maintains its stubborn opposition to the President's 
plans to maintain relief work at present levels. 

| American statistics do not provide an accurate pic- 
ture of living standards of the toiling masses. Wage figures 
for example are lumped in with all “Compensation of em- 
ployees” which includes the fantastically high salaries of 
corporation executives which individually run up to half 
million dollars per year. But even with this distortion 


total compensation paid to all employes declined 40 per 
cent. During Roosevelt’s first term one-half of this loss 
was regained, In 1937 the recovery exceeded three-quarters, 
but the new crisis soon more than wiped out the new gains. 
During 1938 renewed improvements still lag behind the 
high point of 1987. Taking into consideration the big in- 
crease in population depending upon wages, rise in the cost 
of living, and increased weight of corporation executive 
salaries in these totals, there remains at least a net loss 
in living standards of 25 per cent, probably more, below 
the standards of 1929. This is further substantiated by 
records of retail distribution, which reveal 1937 as 20 per 
cent below the 1929 level, with 1938 still lower. Factory 
employment remained from 10 to 20 per cent below the 
average of 1923-1925, during 1938, with the general aver- 
age for the year around 15 per cent. Total factory payrolls 
during 1938 were, however, around 25 per cent below the 
1928-25 average, which would indicate a much greater 
proportionate lowering of general living standards of the 


masses

This year opens with Congress and the country sharply 
divided in two opposing camps on both domestie and for- 
eign policy. The cleavage on domestic policy is most sharp- 
ly and clearly expressed on issues of relief and public works. 
The progressive camp, headed by Roosevelt, insists on 
maintaining public works at the present level to employ 
three million otherwise idle workers. This was embodied 
in the President’s recommendation for an appropriation 
of 875 million dollars for this work to complete the fiscal 
year to June, Congress, controlled by the coalition of Ke- 
publicans and Tory Democrats, cut 150 millions off this 
figure, but under the pressure of mass sentiment left the 
door open for another request from the President, who on 
the same day he signed the appropriation for the smaller 
figure again renewed his request for the additional 150 
millions. The entire labor movement, together with the 
National Conference of Mayors (executives of municipal- 
ities) had demanded a much higher figure, but faced with 
the reactionary control of Congress, united with the Presi- 
dent to maintain at least the present scope of public works. 
On foreign policy, the division has become in the last weeks 
equally sharp and clear. The progressive camp, with Roose- 
velt’s leadership, has clearly come out for a policy of halt- 
ing the aggressor powers, and for armaments adequate to 
support such a policy. Republicans and Tory Democrats 
have equally demonstrated their support to an American 
equivalent of the policy of Chamberlain, modified by op- 
position to American armaments, openly repeating in Con- 
gress and the press all the slogans of the Axis powers 
against Roosevelt. Thus, the main alignment in American 
politics takes on essentially the same character as in France. 
Where previously we could only note strong tendencies in 
this direction, we must now register this as the dominant 
feature, fully crystallized.

Nazi-Coughlin Racket Hits

The high-pressure Nazi-Coughlin 
anti-Semitic campaign in New York 
City hit its first big snag yesterday. 

As the Daily Worker went to press 
last night, Lions Schreck, 34, of 165

FULL TEXT OF RESOLUTION 

Following is the full text of the 
resolution: 

“Whereas, the present embargo 
against the shipment of arms and 
munitions to Spain is in effect 
inimical to the safety and sov- 
ereignty of a friendly govern- 
ment; and 

“Whereas, the original purpose 
of the embargo has been defeated 
by the continued flagrant aggres- 
sion of two foreign powers against 
the duly established government 
of Spain with the avowed intent 
of overthrowing that Republic;

“Whereas, the success of these 
~~stessors and the rebellious fac- 

tion in the Spanish Republic will 
ultimately endanger the peace of 
the United States and the whole 
Western Hemisphere, since a Fas- 
cist Spain would tend to disturb 
the Spanish speaking peoples of 
Certral and South America, and

“Whereas, the Neutrality Act,

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BERTRAND RUSSELL: AN EXAMPLE OF ‘PACIFIST’ 
DUPLICITY IN THE SERVICE OF MR. CHAMBERLAIN 


By Harry Gannes 
Bertrand Russell is a weli-known 
English scientist and pacifist. More 
recently he has lent his unscientific 


pacifism to the service of Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain in 
defense of the Munich sell-out. 

Beginning in the latter part of 
January and lasting up to February 
11, the New York Nation conducted 
a symposium on the rather aca- 
demic question, “Must Democracy 
Use Force?” 

As a participanr @ this three- 
cornered debate, Mr. Russell took 
the position: “Munich Rather Than 
War.” The other two writers of this 
symposium were Aurel Kolnai, who 
argued that “Pacifism Means Sui- 
| cide,” and Reinhold Niebuhr, who 
discussed the question of “Peace 
and the Liberal Illusion.” 


We are here concerned chiefly 
with My. Russell's irritated defense 
of the Chamberlain position of ap- 
peasing fascism because his argu- 
ments so closely parallel those of 
the Hoovers, Vandenbergs, Fishes 
and others, who in Congress today 
assault the President's defense pro- 
gram and foreign policy of resist- 
ing fascism. 

Mr. Russell who gives lip-service 
to the conception of democracy, 
ruling out all probability of force 
in its defense against fascist ag- 


gression, either forgets or wishes to 
conceal 


the fact that -lemocracy 
wherever it exists was won originally 
by force against tyrinny. 

The people of England would 
never have won as much of their | 


democratic and parliamentary 


rights as they did without the Crom 
wellian struggles against the feudal 
masters and the monarchical ty- 
rants. 


American democracy was born of 
the war of Independence of 1776, 
and the French people established 
their republic after long battles 
beginning with 1793. 

But Mr. Russell would have his 
readers believe that the fascist 
triangle (Hitler, Mussolini and the 
Mikado) which is even now making 
war against all of the democracies 
will not molest the democratic na- 
tions if they put between themselves 
and the fascist war plans nothing 
but the gosamer pacifist theories of 
à Russell. 


THE ‘VERSAILLES’ ARGUMENT 


Coming to the defense of the 
Chamberlains and Daladiers, Mr. 
Russell writes in his Nation article: 

“Those who censure England and 
France for weakness toward Ger- 
many are apt to forget that most 
of what Germany has done exter- 
nally has been a forcible remedy- 
ing of injustices perpetrated at 
Versailles.” 

In this instance, Mr. Rusell jus- 
tified “a forcible remedying.” But 
also this is the ground, the s0- 
called Versailles argument, where 
fascists, Trotzkyites, American 
Tories and pacifists meet in de- 
fending what Hitler and Mussolint 
are doing and the manner in which 
the Chamberlains are helping the 
fascist dictators.

Lippmann Solicits Arms 
For Franco Against the U. S. 


„ On more than one occasion the Republican 
Tory New York Herald Tribune has sent a 
thrill of expectation through the Nazi ene- 
mies of American democracy. 

Just yesterday, a proposal made by the 
Herald Tribune’s columnist, bec Lipp- 
mann, you may be sure, was hu y trans- 
mitted to the Nazi foes of American security. 

It had to do with Spain. To get its full 
meaning let us first turn our attention to two 
outstanding occurrences in Germany Monday 
affecting Western Hemisphere interests aris- 
ing from the fascist war in Spain. 

1. Monday the Nazi Baron Rheinhaben, 
before the Ibero-American Institute, said 
that fascist Spain “present and future friend 
of Germany . . will be, we hope, in its his- 
torical mission in Ibero-America (Latin- 
America) an effective counter-weight” against 
the United States. 

2. On the same day, the official German 
information service, Dienst aus Deutschland, 
said that Franco had assured Hitler that the 
Rome-Berlin axis comes first in the thoughts 
of the Spanish fascists. 

Now on this very day, Walter Lippmann 
urged the United States to arm Franco. Sup- 
porting the Chamberlain-Daladier policy of 
coming to terms with Franco, Mr. Lippmann 
wrote: 

“The most effective way to contribute 
to this result would be to open our markets 
in war, as well as in peace, to the govern- 
ments—which now include General Fran- 
co’s—that have a vital interest in main- 
taining the existing naval position in the 
Atlantic.” 

In short, the pundit for the chief Tory 
Republican daily organ would sharpen the 
knife for the fascist cutthroats who are pen- 
etrating Latin-America and he would provide 
Franco and his fascist allies with means of 
menacing American security. 

That is in accord with Hoover’s policy. 
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Fascism Attempts to 
Bully the Vatican 


» Catholics who are now reading with in- 
dignant anger the news of fascist persecu- 
tion of Catholics must be reading with equal 
indignation of the latest attempts of Hitler 
and Mussolini to intervene in the choice of 
Pope Pius’ successor. 

Hitler, through his personally-controlled 
“Voelkischer Beobachter,” yesterday handed 
down one of his usual coarse commands to 
the College of Cardinals: 

“The business of the College of Car- 
dinals,” Hitler declares insolently, “is to 
draw the necessary conclusions from the 
experiences and failures of the last decade 
and to take these into account in electing 
a successor to Pius.” 

Considering that the “Catholic News” 
more than a year ago (February 12, 1938) 
reported that “Catholic associations in Ger- 
many have been virtually destroyed,” Hitler's 
thinly veiled threats to the College of Car- 
dinals is breat-taking in its insolence. 
The United Press reported yesterday that 
Mussolini’s “Il Telegrafo” has actually 
printed a list of candidates which Italian 
fascism considers “acceptable” and leaves a 
broad warning that it expects obedience from 
the Cardinals regarding its aggressions and 
regarding racialism.“ 

When it is remembered that fascism— 
German and Italian—has launched a terror- 
ist campaign of persecution against Catholics 
wherever they have seized power, the mean- 
ing of this fascist intervention is plain. It 
is a menace to Catholics of a serious order; 
it is a continuation of faseism's drive to crush 
the Church. | 

The right of the Catholics to practice 
their beliefs unmolested depends on the de- 
feating of fascism in every shape and form.

What Is Really Behind 
Hitler’s Scheme for 
Jewish Emigration? > 


* 


e The latest Nazi plan, so-called, for the 
emigration of Jews, reveals less of German 
fascism’s real intent than it does of the 
efficacy of world protest and action against 


Hitler’s anti-Semitic barbarism. 

Under pressure of the powerful world boycotts 
against fascist goods, which all trade authorities admit 
was headed by the Soviet Union's policies, plus the 
revulsion of world sentiment and vigorous protest 
against Nazi savagery, Berlin was compelled to drop 
some of its more shocking blackmailing schemes and 
to make a gesture of retreat. 

But what is Hitler up to now? 

Having stripped the Jews in Germany of virtually 
their last bit of property and savings, the Nazis are 
now seeking for other means of exploiting the Jewish 
people. 

No doubt the Evian Intergovernmental Committee, 
especialy Mr. George Rublee, American director, has 
humanitarian considerations in accepting what he 
considers a favorably modified plan which may allow 
some Jews to emigrate from Nazi terror. 

But no discussion or struggle for the solution of 
the terrible persecution of the Jewish people, Catholics 
and all other victims of fascist sadism can get any- 
where without basically recognizing the right of all of 
these people to live in the land of their birth or adop- 
tion. The Jewish people for centuries have con- 
tributed to the building and cultaral achievements of 
Germany, before the Nazis plagued that nation. 

They have a right to live in their homeland, a 
right recognized by the vast majority cf the German 
people who were deeply/ disgusted by the terrible out- 
burst of Nazi anti-Semitic bestiality. 


All discussion of emigration must proceed from an 
acknowledgment of this right, otherwise Hitlers mon- 
strous policy of holding hostages and continued perse- 
cution will not be combatted. Those Jews who re- 
main in Germany, even if they are ultimately to emi- 


‘grate are still at the mercy of the Nazi gangsters. 


It should never be lost sight of that there are no 
rights of any democratic nations, and certainly not 
of the Jews who are virtually prisoners of fascism, 


that the Nazis believe they need in any way respect. 


In the resume of the “unilateral Nazi statement” 
of the new emigration plan it is ominously stated 
that no additional measures of persecution will be 


taken against the Jews, except—and what an except!— 
in the cast of another vom Rath incident. 


The Nazi provacateurs and ircendiaries can manu- 
facture any number of such incidents at five minutes’ 
notice. 

Only a world opinion and action, militantly 
strengthening the boycott and fight against fascist 
savagery, can hold out any assurances of no increased 
persecutions. 

, The few details of the “plan” circulated in the 
capitalist press, no doubt as trial balloons, are filled 
with threatening possibilities. 


First, the Jews are told that, pending emigration, 
some means will be provided for making a livelihood 
in Germany. The real purpose behind this proffer is 
Hitler’s objective of trying to rescue as much as pos- 
eee Pe ey Ce te Meat 
wrecked and cannot now run. 

Second, it is provided that 150,000 able-bodied Jew- 
ish wage-earners, betwen the ages of 15 to 45 years 
of age, be torn away from their families and be dis- 
tributed wherever they can find refuge. But their 
wives, mothers, children and other dependents who 
number 250,000 remain behind as hostages. — 

Third, the question of financing the emigration of 
the 150,000 is approached by the Nazis on the basis 
of further robbery of the Jews. After having “fined” 
the Jewish people 1,000,000,000 marks, the Nazis now 
say that one-fourth of the remaining property (and 
precious little remains) will be put into a “trust fund“ 
to finance emigration. Those emigrating, however, 
will be further stripped oi all valuables, except those 
goods the Nazis wish to export with the Jewish emi- 
grants. 

Fourth, in accord with Hitler's dictum, “Export or 
Die,” the Nazis will try to blackmail the emigrants 
into acting as export agents for Nazi goods. Besides, 
since their families are kept as hostages, the Nazis be- 
lieve they wil] be able to dictate the life of these emi- 
grants, who will not have escaped fascism but will unly 
have been distributed by the fascists. Since the 
150,000 wage-earners are supposed to supply the valuta 
(foreign exchange) for the gradual exodus of their 
families, the Nazis envisage a stream of money coming 
into Germany which they can grab and use at will. 

The Nazis are in a tight spot economically and are 
prepared to make all sorts of false promises in order 
to lu!l world vigilance. They can, no doubt, be com- 
pelled to desist from their savagery. But that will not 
be accomplished by swallowing the bait of their latest 
schemes unwittingly. It will be achieved by continu- 
ing and bolstering world anti-fascist unity and strug- 
gle against all the fiendish works of the fascist beasts,

Questions on Democracy |’ 


President Lewis Alan Berne, of the Federation of 
Architects, Engineers, Chemists and Technicians, CIO, has 
replied to four questions submitted by the Lincoln’s Birth- 
day Committee for Democracy and Intellectual Freedom. 
The reply was addressed to Professor Franz Boas, chair- 
man of the committee spon- ® 


soring meetings throughout 
the country on Lincoln's birthday. 

The questions and answers fol- 
low: 


I— How can the scientist insure 


freedom of research and socially 


useful application of the fruits of 
his research? 


Ans.—Freedom of research and 
the assurance that the fruits of re- 
search will be applied depend first of 
all on the assurance that such re- 
searches thrive m'a functioning de- 
mocracy. Architects, engineers, 
chemists and technicians contribute 
a great deal to the industrial and 
economic pattern of modern life and 
culture, and to the articulation of 


the fruits of science. Whether 


science and its industrial applica- 
tions can prosper, and whether in- 
dustrial 
and scientific planning can be ob- 
tained for the good of the American 
people depends primarily on the 
socio-political relations of the in- 
dustrial order. 

Scientists therefore have a two- 
fold obligation both as scientists and 
citizens: to make use of the most 
expédient methods of resisting any 
barriers to their scientific progress 
and to resist just as fervently any 
attempts against democracy and 
democratic institutions. 

2. How can scientists and eau 
cators help to combat racial, reli- 
gious and other forms of discrimi- 
nation which violate the letter or 
spirit of the Declaration of Inde- 
‘pendence and the Bill of Rights? 

Ahs.—Scientists and educators are 
in a strategic. position to help com- 
bat racial and religious discrimina- 
tion, and the American people look 
to them for aid and guidance in 
this respect. Especially in these 
strained times is it a matter of life 
and death for teachers and scien- 
tists to evolve a basic program of 
action in this catise. And such a 
program will be a living one only 
when it is coordinated with the 
actions of all other American groups 
engaged in combatting racial and 
religious prejudices and in the 
movement for industrial and polit- 
ical democracy. 

J. How can the schools. best meet 
the obligations which rest upon 
them as fortresses of democracy? 

Ans.—Scientists and educators,

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Early Diagnosis of | 
Tuberculosis 


Without doubt, early treatment of 
tuberculosis markedly improves the 
chances of healing. Delay in apply- 
ing the proper treatment often al- 
lows-the patient to reach a condi- 
tion where his recovery, to say the 
least, is problematical. However, to 
start early treatment it is neces- 
sary to diagnose the disease in its 
early stages.

(tapping the chest and listening 
with a stethoscope). By the time 
physical examination detected the 
condition the patient was often far 
gone. The X-ray makes it possible 
to detect tuberculosis long before 
the physical examination. Unfor- 
tunately, at present, X-rays are not 
always taken and, the patient does 
not visit the doctor or the clinic 
until he has symptoms. This brings 
us back nearly to where we started. 
The solution lies in the mass sur- 
vey. In this procedure large groups 
of people, the entire population 
preferably, are X-rayed routinely 
without regard to symptoms or 


lack of symptoms. Those who have 
actual or suspicious evidence of lung 
disease are then examined more 
thoroughly to determine their exact 
status. The Health Department of 
New York City has been testing 
Mass survey methods in different 
Jroups of ine population with the 
zdoperation of the WPA.

“Silent Joe Hill, a Fighter 
"Youll Be Hearing of 


Every time I make up my mind to eschew pieces about 
the fight racket, and stick to topics worthwhile, like 


baseball for instance, something happens to make me 
change my tune. And for me to change a tune is really a painful bit 
of counterpoint. Because it takes me a long time to grasp even the 
simplest Chromatics and to have to swap, at my age, is a major some- 
thing-or-other. 

But the facts are these and I must pass them along if the (Trade) 
‘winds are favorable, Walter Friedman ought to be drifting New York- 
Wards mighty soon now. And with him, without a doubt, will come a 
young man who bears the distinguished name of Joe Hill. The Joe of 
Whom I write is no kith or kin of the late great poet laureate of the 
Wobbiies and is usually spoken of with the word “Sijent” tacked to his 
handle. And anytime anybody uses the word “Silent,” an explanation 
is in order. 

Joe Hill is a young heavyweight who is both deaf and dumb. 
He is 21 years of age and is an ex-ollfield worker from around 
Bakersfield. Joe's story is unusual. At birth he weighed Ibs. 
That in itself makes him some sort of a

All this while he was herded in an institution for the deaf-and-dumb. 

When he was eighteen he went to work in his neighborhood. This 
meant the oilfields.

It was much tougher for Joe. 

Somebody put a pair of boxing gloves on Joe and got him 
into “friendly” bouts around the countryside. It soon became 
evident that he had ability. Somebody else got Joe to trying his 
fists at the “amateur” boxing game. And Joe learned rapidly. 
Seon he became a Golden Glove champion. Then the profes- 
sional leeches got after him, the managers. They all wanted him. 
Everybody wants a heavyweight. The fellow into whose hands 
Joe fell happened to be a rather decent chap and speedily rec- 
Ognized that the boxing game is a combination of big business 
and grand larceny. He had enough savvy to realize that he could 
never get anywhere with Joe. It needed a city slicker to handle 
Joe, if he was going to get anywhere. Everybody buzzed this 
up-State manager. They promised him this, they threatened him 
with that—but they couldn't euchre him out of the boy. 

Walter Friedman's ever willing ear was gotten. Walter is a real 
smoothy. He proved it when he parlayed Primo Carnera into the 
world’s championship. Joe was brought to Walter and offered him 
for a price. Walter told me about the boy. He asked me to come down 
and take a look at the kid. He did this, not because he thought he 
needed my opinion, but rather to get the comfort of my corroboration 
—if I thought Joe had the goods. 

I don't like gyms. I don't like the atmosphere around fight- 
ers. But I like Walter. Why? I don't know except that he's a 
good bridge player and has always steered me right about the 
thimble-rigged activities that pass as sporting events in the real 
of fistianna. I couldn't refuse Walter so I came and gandered 
his boy. 

At the time Joe had had but three professional fights. What I 
Saw was the toughest bit of green ivory imaginable. It was green, 
God knows, but it was mighty valuable ivory. 
Walter. I told him that nobody could go wrong with any big tough 
kid who could punch that hard with either hand. I told him that 
his problem (as if he didn’t know it) was to teach this kid to box 
a little, to keep from getting tagged too often. 

Walter agreed with me. And then threw him in against Hank 
Bath in a six round bout. Bath, if you remember, is the ex-hopeful 
that Jack Kearns once touted. Bath never lived up to Kearns’ predic- 
tions but he appeared to have too much class for Joe. At least he 
had had forty fights more than Hill. The decision went to Bath— 
on a questionable foul. Joe dropped him a couple of times and had 
taken every round when the referee gave Bath the decision. But Joe 
showed plenty of improvement. 

Three weeks later Walter had me come to the gym again to 
get another look at Hill. This time he worked against a really 
good boy, Frank Rowsey, who not so very long ago gave Maxie 
Rosenbloom plenty of trouble. Rowsey is the type of boxer who 
makes most sluggers look foolish. He didn’t quite do that to Joe, 
but he gave him plenty of trouble. In that workout I saw a greatly 
improved fighter in the boy. In fact so great a difference was 
there in my two visits to the gym that I now go out on a limb. 

I will venture the prediction that Joe Hill within a year will be 
fighting important main events. I think he is only a year away 
from the Farrs, the Barlunds, the Toles etcetera. He's only two 
from the Novas and Baers. And the year after that he should 
be able to give any of them plenty of what-for. 
a In fact, he’s so good right now that Walter can't get fights for him 
on the Coast. So if one fine day, Walter shows up in New York with 
Joe it wil: mean that the boy is ready to take them as they come.
